Men in 
dark suits and women with tired 
faces moved rhythmically on 
the tiled floor. 


Ten years after the ill-f^ed 


1956 revolt, Budapest lives like 
any other city, making the most 
of it. It does not lik eto talk of 
its scars. 


Black smoke billows against a 


gray winter sky over Dunaujva- 
ros, the new Communist-built 
steel city with its giant factory 
complex and gray and yellow 
apartment houses lining wide 
avenues. 


"I admit," said a Hungarian 


economist, "that in retrospect 
Dunaujvaros was a mistake. It 
is costly and not essential. To- 
day we would not have built it."

lobby, Hungarian television was 
showing Verdi's "Requiem."

A Balanced Diet Is 
Best Vitamin Source

Q—Is it a good thing to 


take cod liver oil capsules 
and ascorbic acid tablets dur- 
ing the winter months? Is 
there any harm in taking 
extra amounts of vitamin B-l 
and B-12 daily? 


A—Cod liver oil is usually 


given to infants during per- 
iods when they cannot get 
direct sunlight on their skin, 
unless an ultraviolet sunlamp 
is used instead. This is to 
prevent rickets. The need is 
not so great in adults because, 
although they may develop 
osteomalacia (softening of the 
bones) due to a deficiency of 
vitamin D, they usually get 
their requirement (which is 
much less than for a child) 
even in winter by eating eggs, 
various seafoods and drink- 
ing vitamin D-enriched milk. 


Similarly, the requirement 


for ascorbic acid (vitamin C) 
for both adults and children 
is amply met by getting a 
small amount of citrus fruit 
or .juice daily. 


Vitamins of the B complex 


can be taken in large amounts 
without harm 'this is not true 
of vitamins A and D) but un- 
less you have a definite vita- 
min deficiency, there is no 
point in getting your vitamins 
in this way. Eating a balanced 
diet is cheaper and better. 


(J—Does vitamin E help to 


prevent 
miscarriages when 


taken d u r i n g pregnancy? 
Does it increase fertility in 
men'' Is too much of this vita- 
min harmful? 


A—Although prevention of 


miscarriage a n d 
increased 


fertility in men have been at- 
tributed to vitamin E. there 
is no firm evidence that the 


vitamin does either of these 
things. It is believed to be of 
some value in the treatment 
of some forms of anemia, es- 
pecially in infants, and in the 
treatment of cystic fibrosis, 
also in infants. No cases of 
poisoning from large doses 
of this vitamin have been re- 
ported. 


Q—Why would a woman of 


65 years talk aloud to her- 
self when she thinks she is 
alone? Is this a sign of a 
mental disease? 


A—Talking to oneself is 


the most normal thing in the 
world and should be encour- 
aged. Most persons who do 
this are lonely and talking to 
themselves, far from being a 
sign of a mental disease, helps 
to keep them 
from going 


crazy. 


Q—Does a person always 


have sores in the mouth if 
there are syphilis gerrns in 
his saliva? Are gonorrhea 
germs ever 
found 
in the 


saliva? Will vitamin C pre- 
vent venereal disease0 


A—If syphilis germs are 


present in the saliva, they 
must come from the super- 
ficial painless ulcers of the 
secondary stage of syphilis. 
The gonococcus that causes 
gonorrhea is not found in the 
saliva. Vitamin C will neither 
prevent nor cure any ve- 
nereal disease.

Monday night, Duke saw its 


13-game winning streak halted 
by West Virginia, 94-90. 


Today, the Blue Devils find 


themselves second in The Asso- 
ciated Press weekly poll after 
occupying the top spot for eight 
straight weeks. 


But it was idleness, not West 


Virginia, that knocked Duke out 
of first place. The poll was 
based on performance through 
last Saturday, and Duke was 
idle last week while unbeaten 
Kentucky, now No. 1, won three 
times. 


Kentucky won its 18th straight 


Monday night by defeating Flor- 
ida 85-75.

NEW YORK—(NBA)—They 


won't miss a moment at the 
races in the I960 Olympic 
Games at Mexico City. 


Olympic officials plan to 


triple-check and record the 
times and finishers in all the 
events, 
from 
bicycles 
to 


sprints, with a new gadget 
called the Photosprint, de- 
veloped by Omega in Switzer- 
land. 


The machine does two jobs 


in one-—photographs the fin- 
ishers as they cross the line 
and times them as well. 


It concentrates only on the 


finish-line and e v e r y t h i n g 


that c r o s s e s it. Through a 
vertical slit measuring I/10th 
of a millimeter, aimed at the 
width of the track, it photo- 
graphs the most minute action 
at the end of the race as it 
takes place for each partici- 
pant. 


For example, in the 100- 


meter 
dash 
the machine 


catches first the runner's toe, 
then heel, leg, arms and 
torso as he hits the tape, con- 
tinuing the process for the 
second, third and fourth run- 
ners 
until 
they 
have all 


passed. 


Meanwhile, an 
clcctfonic 


quartz timer, rigged to the 
photo mechanism, p r o j e c t s 
the runner's lime in luminous 


digits onto the bottoiri of the 
finish line photograph. 


The t i m e r electronically 


sends the film past the pupil 
of the camera at a speed cor- 
responding to that of each 
runner. 


The negative is ready for 


viewing 30 seconds after the 
race.

• Using tax cuts and pump 
priming as pep pills has be_en 
tried many times before. Using 
increased tax collections and 
tighter money as a curb on 
speculation has, too. In many 
instances in the past the govern- 
ment action has lagged so far 
behind the business cycle as to 
be of little help, and sometimes 
a hindrance. 


One reason has been that the 


government policy makers got 
around to it too late. Another 
was that Congress took too long 
to make the changes. 


The new economists say they 


are right on the ball now. And 
Congress may move fast oul of 
respect for the record of the last 
five years. 


From 1961 to the summer of 


1965 
the economic and fiscal 


policies of the government were 
aimed at building up demand 
for goods and services and spur- 
ring economic growth. More 
money was pumped into the 
economy by the government 
spending than taken out by tax 
collections. 


In 1964 and 1965 taxes were 


cut for individuals and corpora- 
tions. It all added up to more 
money to spend. And all hands 
spent more. Business boomed 
and jobs multiplied. 


Inflation was avoided for sev- 


eral reasons: As long as unem- 
ployment was high, wage de- 
mands were moderate and job 
security the prime union goal. 
Idle plant facilities kept com- 
petition keen and prices down. 
Automation meant more units of 
production per man-hour of la- 
bor and held costs down. Con- 
sumer demand—and confidence

(AP) _ For the first time in 32 
world bobsled events, there will 
be no four-man champion this 
year because of the death of a 
West German driver. 


A jury, comprised of officials 


of the sport, canceled the event 
Sunday rather than try to com- 
plete it Sunday night or later. 


Most of the competitors sup- 


ported the decision, but it was 
denounced as "hasty and un- 
sportsmanlike" by the organizer 
of the ill-fated championship. 


The action stemmed from the 


death Saturday night of 26-year- 
old Anton Pensberger, whose 
sled missed a curve during the 
first run down the 1,740-meter 
ice chute, shot over the rim and 
crashed into a grove of trees. 


Competition continued Satur- 


day night until halfway through 
the second run when Pensber- 
ser's death, the first bobsled 
fatality at its Alpine resort in 
four 
years, 
was announced. 


Only nine of 17 sleds made the 
second run. 


The other three members of 


Pensberger's sled were hospi- 
talized. Brakeman Ludwig Sie- 
bert. 27, underwent surgery. 
and doctors said he was some- 
what improved. Helmut Wurzer 
and Roland Eberhardt were re- 
ported out of danger. 


Even before the jury met, 


Germany. Austria. Switzerland 
and France said they would not 
continue, leaving Canada, the 
I'nitPd States.
